PITH the advent of cold weather, a warning 
W of the danger of defective gas heating appli­ 
ances in the home has been sounded by the Bu­ 
reau of Mines, which has investigated such haz­ 


ards. 
Many person* suffer discomfort and ill health 
in the form of ¡asaitude, headache 
and 
nausea 
without suspocting the cause to be carbon monox­ 
ide arising from the improper functioning’ or im­ 
proper use of their gas appliances, the bureau says. 
Cases of mild to moderate forme of carbon monox­ 
ide poisoning are far more numerous than serious 
or fatal cases and are usually forerunners of the 
serious type, it is explained. 
The Pittsburgh experim ental station of the 
bureau investigated a typical situation. The oc­ 
cupants, especially the housewives, of a four suite 
modern apartment bad been suffering chronic ill 
health and no discomfort for no apparent cause 
aod w ithout relief from medical attention. One of 
the occupants suspected that the cause of the trou­ 
ble w as carbon monoxide poisoning, but erron­ 
eously attributed it to contam ination of the air 
by autom obile exhaust from the street below, as 
the bouse bordered on a busy thoroughfare. 


Investigation revealed that the street air that 
entered the apartment contained less than five 
parts carbon monoxide per m illion parts of air, 
h negligible amount 
However, when the windows 
were closed and the natural gas range operated 
as adjusted by the housewife for 
cooking the 
amount of carbon monoxide in the air 18 Inches 
above the range was more than 700 parts per m il­ 
lion, an amount that would cause headache In an 
hour w ith more severe symptoms after long ex­ 
posure.
